1,490 CREDITS 


The Department of Leadership Education has 
completed its report on the number of cred- 
its earned by American Baptists who took 
courses of study in the Leadership Education 
Curriculum, The Department is happy to re- 
port that the churches show an increase in 
credits earned as follows: 


For year ending April 30, 1952 .. 15,172 
For year ending April 30, 1953 .. 16,662 


It is also gratifying to report that 26 of 
the 41 city and state areas showed an in- 
crease of credits earned. New York state 
posted the largest increase, 771, with Indi- 
ana second, 552, and Colorado third with an 


increase of 533. 


New York led the list in the number of Sec- 
ond Series credits earned with a total of 
772, Indiana second with 695 and Pennsylvan- 
Ta third with 344... It should be said that 
the Annual Report does include credits 
earned by Baptists in interdenominational 
situetions. However, the National Council 
in reporting to us gave the breakdown by 
state areas only. Therefore, the state area 
would gain by such reporting but the city 
area would lose. This item is included here 
as most of the National Council credits 
earned by Baptists are Second Series. 


Of the cities areas, Pittsburgh ranked first 
in the number of credits (First and Second 
Series) earned with 340, San Francisco Bay 
second with 336, and New York third with 
504. Again, keep in mind that all city are- 
as would rate higher had all of their cred- 
its been reported.

A close re- 
lationship to nature, effective Christian 
leadership, and small groups are the strength 
of this type of camping. 


The national parks in the United States pro- 
vide an excellent opportunity for such hik- 
ing. 


A few simple rules will help to make this 
camping very effective: 

1. Care should be taken to see that the 
campers are properly clothed so that no 
matter what the weather is, they will 
not have to curtail their activities. 


2@- Hach camper should have a doctor's ex- 
amination to ascertain that he is physi- 
cally fit for this type of camping. 


5. Each one should be given instruction in 
the requirements of group living and in 
the necessity for development of a sense 
of responsibility and real cooperation. 


4. Campers should be made aware of the com- 
mon hazards of the trail, such as over- 
exhaustion, cliffs, loose rocks, poison- 
ous plants and snakes. 


This kind of hiking trip provides an excel- 
lent way of teaching axemanship and outdoor 
cooking. 


Campers should become thoroughly familiar 
with the compass and use it in charting 
their course. Making occasional cross- 
country treks with only the compass anda 
topographical map for guidance would in- 
crease the adventure of this type of camp- 


ing. We suggest that other churches try this 
program and send us an evaluation of it.
